The request was made in a five- 


point program in a special mes- 
sage calling for "a renewed and 
:reinvigoraled 
attack 
on 
out- 


health problems." 


Eisenhower told the 
lawmak- 


ers: "The nation in recent yars 
has made 
notable 
advances in 


the unending struggle against di- 
sease and disability. Human suf- 
fering has been relieve:!, the span 
of man's years has been extended. 
But In the Ji^ht of tl.e human and 
economic toll still 
take.i by dis- 


ease in the Jight of tha great op- 
portunities cpen before us, he na- 
tion still has tjot summoned the re- 
sources it properly and 
usefully 


could summon to the cause of pet- 
ter health. ' 


Eisenhower did not renew 
his 


request 
of last year for 
federal 


insurance of health insurance — a 
proposal which ran into opposition 
from the American Medical Assn. 
on grounds it might be an open- 
ing wedge to socialized medicine, 
and got nowhere in Congress. 


Instead, Eisenhower said the ad- 


ministration is considering legisla- 
tion to permit pooling of risks by 
private companies. 


He said this might offer "broad- 


er benefits and expanded coverage 
on reasonable terms in fields 
of 


special needs." 


"But," he added, "if practical 


and useful methods cannot be de- 
veloped along these lines, then I 
will again urge the enactment of 
trie proposal made last year." 


Eisenhower called for action in 


five general areas, providing for: 


1. A 28 per cent increase in fed- 


eral funds for basic medical re- 
search to a total of $126.525,000. 


2. A new program of grants— 


250 million dollars over the next 
five 
years—for 
construction 
of 


medical research ani training fa-

This money would go to 
state, 


local and private institutions 
with 


a provision that they must supply 
"at least equal amounts in match- 
ing funds." 


3. Further steps to meet health 


personnel shortages. No 
specific 


amount was recommended 
here, 


but Eisenhower said the 
number 


of physicians 
being 
graduated 


from medical school 
is barely 


keeping pace with the 
increase 


in population, and that the num- 
ber of dentists and nurses is di- 
minishing relative to population. 


4. Action to strengthen 
certain 


other basic health 
services throu- 


ghout the nation. 


His fifth point was that of meet- 


ing costs of medical care 
and 


embraced his plan possibly to sub- 
mit later legislation for pooling 
of insurance risks. 


Under this item, the President 


also recommended that 
Congress 


authorize a separate 
program 


through which the federal govern- 
ment would match funds expend- 
ed by the states and localities for 
medical care 
fo'r

indigent

Thr. theory is 
that if the constitutional issue ulti- 
mately goes to the states for rati- 
fication 13 states could block rati-

lowing causes: Incendiarism (or 
purposely setting a fire) brush or 
debris burning, smokers, and hunt- 
ers (the latter three carelessness). 


During the coming year, if you 


are one who believes that the woods 
should burn every year, please ask 
yourself the question: "How much 
damage does fire do to the young 
generation of seedlings, which is 
this 
country's 
future 
pulpwood, 


-sawtimber. etc?" The usual case 
is 100 per cent destruction of the 
young trees, and if this is continued 
on a given area of land it could 
become a barren waste, growing 
nothing,-in a matter of a few years. 


If you are going to do any de- 


bris or brush burning you are urged 
to follow these three rules: 


1. Pick a day of low fire danger 


and either burn early or late. 


2. Call your local forest tower or 


Ranger and tell him the location of 
your burning, in order to keep him 
from making an unnecessary trip. 


3. Last, but not least, build a 


good line around your burning be- 
fore you light your fire and stay 
with it until it is dead out. 


If you are a hunter and smoker 


please be careful with matches, 
cigars, cigarettes, etc. 


Let's all work together and make 


every day of 1956 a keep Hemp- 
stead county green day.
